Illinois Power Issues Gas 
Permits in Top Priorities 


Illinois Power Co. announced 
Friday that new natural gas 
permits have been issued in the 
top two priorities of gas service 
under the rules of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 

After assessment of the com- 
pany’s gas supply from pipe- 
line sources, its own gas stor- 
age facilities and its ability to 
create gas from propane-air in 
stallations, it has been determ- 
ined that all priority 1 and 2 
requests filed through Sept. 12 
can be fulfilled, the company 
said. 

Priority 1 is all residential 
customers and priority 2 is for 
space heating only by commer. 
cial and small industrial cust- 
omers, The priority 1 and 2 re- 
quests for natural gas permits 


GC, State Enrollments 
Down; Costs Analyzed 


Both Illinois and the Granite 
City School District have suf- 
fered net enrollment’ losses but 
continue to experience higher 
costs for a number of reasons, 
including laws and accredita- 
tion orders which continue to 
expand the types of services 
and instruction. 


Supt. Bob J. Davis of District 
Nine, addressing Tri-City Area 
Chamber of Commerce direc- 
tors last week, said the district 
reached its peak student load of 
14,900 in the fall of 1969 and 
has seen the total decline slow- 
ly to the present figure of 
slightly over 14,000. 

Districts like Alton and Ed- 
wardsville and the state as a 
whole also have seen a decline, 
apparently due to birthrate and 
population trends, he said. 


“We are a large school dis- 
trict, the ninth largest in Tlli- 
nois,” Supt. Davis noted. ‘“‘How- 
ever, Granite City Community 
Unit School District Nine is not 
—regardless of the opinion most 
people have—a wealthy school 
district. 

“We will receive more gen- 
eral state aid in our education- 
al fund than we will raise 
through local taxes. Anticipat- 
ed revenue in the education 
fund, from taxes, is $5,630,400. 
We anticipate to receive $6,122,- 
000 in general state aid. 

‘This means the state, after 
setting a minimum tax rate to 
be levied by a district, will pay 
to a district our size the differ- 
erice between what that. mini- 
mum tax rate will produce to 
guarantee at least a $639.60 per- 
pupil expenditure. 

“If you compare the en- 
tire proposed operational 
budget with all our other 
sources of revenue, you will 
find approximately $10 mil- 
lion more comes from other 
sources than from local 
taxes. 

“In comparing a district’s 
wealth, you must compare the 


assessed valuation behind each 
pupil. 

“Latest figures available from 
the office of the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction points up 
our comparative weklth based 
on 1970 assessed valuation and 
1971 tax rates of all districts in 
Illinois.

Building of General Logic 
Major Goal of Education 


With elementary school pupils 
spending 10 billion child-hours 
learning mathematics in Ameri- 
can classrooms each year, the 
question of “Why teach math?” 
seems appropriate, Thomas 
O’Brien, associate professor at 
Couthern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville, believes. 

But, O’Brien says, many 
math teachers never have asked 
themselves that key question, 
much less tried to formulate an 
answer. 

{Do we teach math so chil- 
dren can multiply a two-digit 
number by a three-digit num- 
ber with success?’ O’Brien 

“So children can say 

a’ when passing a Mac- 

So they can say 
‘commutativity’ when 8 + 7 

7+ 8 is written on the board?” 

O’Brien, a specialist in math 
education who has written sev- 
eral children’s books and al- 
most 100 articles on the subject, 
said years of study on the 
thinking processes of children 
suggest the beginning of an an- 
swer to the question of why 
teach math. He said. thinking 
processes of children essenti- 
ally are different from those of 
adults, ; 

“Children’s thinking involves 
atomism, a view that the things, 
events) and ideas they experi- 
ence are unrelated to one an- 
other, that they exist as isolat- 
ed atoms,” O’Brien said. 

Overcoming atomism in chil- 
dren through the development 
of relational thinking should be 
an ‘important objective of ele- 
mentary school education, he 


gis is Major Goal 

“B relational thinking | 
mean thinking which weaves 
together the atoms of a person’s 
experience,” O'Brien said. 
“When a person classifies, 
when he orders atoms, he’s 
thinking relationally. The build- 
ing of a generalized logic is the 
major goal of education.” 

O’Brien said because 
tional thinking generally does 
not develop naturally as chil 
dren mature, the early part of a 
child's mathematical experience 
should consist: of activities that 
match up with and extend think. 
ing, rather than activities call- 
ing merely for the storage and 
retrieval of factual and proced- 
ural atoms. 

“If children start to learn 
math in a different way, calling 
for the construction of primitive 
logical_ideas,” O’Brien said, 
they Gould overcome examples 
of atornism such as these: 

—Aan unwillingness to admit 
the possibility that a person can 
reside in Chicago and Illinois at 
the same time. 

—Hold up five fingers. A child 
counts: “One, two, three, four, 
five.” Hold up the same five 
fingers and one finger of the 
other hand, and the child counts 
“One, two, three, four, five, 
six.” The relation between five 
and six (or more likely, the 
constancy of the five) is not 
seen by the child. Five is one 
issue, six is another. 

O’Brien said encouragement 
of relational thinking can also 
overcome backward atomism— 
the imposition of relations be- 
tween atoms without sufficient 
testing of whether the relations 
make sense. He cited these ex: 
amples: + 

So We'll Get Mail 

—After the flag on a rural 
mailbox was put up to post let- 
ters several consecutive days 
on which mail arrived, an 8- 
year-old said, “We'd better put 
up the flag today." When asked 
why, he replied, “So we'll get 
some mail.” 

—Given the fact that appendi- 
citis results in pain in the lower 
right abdomen, children will 
jump to the conclusion that 
such pain necessarily -involves 
appendicitis. 

“It's conceivable that pres- 
ent elementary mathematics 
curricula reinforce the natural 
atomism of children's think- 
ing,” O’Brien said “It’s not 
difficult to imagine that trans- 
mission, drill and memoriza- 
tion of facts, rules, procedures 
and nomenclature of elemen- 
tary arithmetic and geometry 
encourage the view that the 
world consists of events which 
are arbitrary and unrelated.” 

O’Brien has developed activi 
ties to foster relational thinking 
in children. He has also been 
working in a project in which 
children themselves develop ac- 
tivities: 

He enjoys testing adults with 
a problem contrived and solved 
by some first grade children in 
the project, a problem that

Census Survey Set 
On Immunization 


The Bureau of the Census will 
survey a sample of households 
in this area this week to de- 
termine the extent people have 
been immunized against select- 
ed diseases, Guy A. Lutz, di- 
rector of the Bureau’s Data 
Collection Center in St. Paul, 
has announced. 


The Immunization Survey, 
conducted nationally every 
year, provides information on 
immunization against measle: 
influenza, smallpox, polio, dip- 
theria, whooping cough, and 
tetanus, information needed for 
administration of health pro- 
grams geared to disease pre- 
vention. 


These health questions are in 
addition to the usual ones asked 
in the monthly survey on em- 
ployment and unemployment 
conducted nationwide by the 
Bureal for the U. S.: Depart- 
ment of Labor. 


Results of the monthly Em- 
ployment Survey provide data 
on conditions in the labor force, 
prime indicators of the econom- 
ic health of the country. For 
example, the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics reported that the July 
survey showed the Nation’s em- 
ployment situation to be un- 
changed, with the overall un- 
employment rate holding at 
5.5% and the number of em- 
ployed persons remaining at the 
June level of 81.7 million, sea- 
sonally adjusted. 

Information supplied by 
dividuals participating in the 
survey is held confidential by 
law and is used only to compile 
statistical totals.

Transit Half-Fares for 
Elderly in Price Bill 


The House Committee on 
Banking and Currency has 
adopted as part of the 1972 
Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment bil] Congressman Melvin 
Price's (D-East St. Louis) bill 
to provide transit for elderly 
and handicapped persons riding 
on a public transportation sys- 
tem during non-peak hours. 

“Any public transportation 
system réceiving financial as- 
sistance under the Urban Mass 
Transportation Act would have 
to provide for this half-fare rate 
in order to continue receiving 
federal financial assistance,” 
Cong. Price said. 

The Price bill was adopted 
along with several other amend- 
ments to provide federal oper- 
ating subsidies for urban mass 


-transportation systems. 


This is the first time that 
such a program has been ap- 
proved, and I am’ glad to see 
this progress,” said Price, “for 
transportation expenses “have 
become one of the most com- 
mon problems of our senior 
citizens.”" 

The bill would give a lift to 
public transportation in general 
The Committee approved $400 
million in authorization over a 
two-year period on order to 
fund the operating subsidies 
program. Under the Cammittee 
formula, the funds would be 
made available on the basis of 
revenue passengers: carried by 
each transit system 


Additional $2 Billion 

The Committee also adopted 
as part of an urban transit 
package in the 1972 Housing bill 
an additional authorization of 
$2 billion for the capital grant 
program under the Urban Mass 


Transportation Assistance Act. 
These new funds are to be 
available for the purchase of 
rolling stock, stations, and 
rights-of-way. 

In addition, the Committee 
agreed to change the federal 
grant ratio from two-thirds fed- 
eral grant and one-third con- 
tribution, to 80% federal and 
20%, local, ; 

“Iam very happy that this 
giant step has been made to- 
ward providing affordable trans- 
portation for our senior citizens 
and helping our urban transit 
systems as a whole,” said 
Price. ‘I have pressed for this 
law for a long time and 
the prospects look good for 
enactment.”

Granite City ranked 326th in as- 
sessed valuation per pupil. The 
highest ‘assessed valuation was 
$103,670 and the lowest was 
$3,451. Granite City’s was $16,- 
182, or $294 less than in 1968. 

“If you compare us with all 
districts in Illinois, we ranked 
995th out of 1175. The range 
here was from $355,386 to 
$3,451,” Supt. Davis said. 

“Looking at tax rates, the 
reverse is true. This is be- 
cause less wealth per pupil 
requires a greater tax rate 
to provide the revenue nec- 
essary to operate. 

“Of the 419 unit districts, 
Granite City ranked 23rd in 
tax rate. The range was 
from $4.78 to $1.09. 

“School budgets are broken 
into several special funds.

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Early Retirement -- the American Dream or an Economic Time Bomb? 


__ The number of workers taking 

‘early retirement” before 
age 65 — has skyrocketed in 
the past decade. 

Men and women under 65 are 
retiring from their jobs at a 

te 70% higher than a decade 
ago,, and the trend| is expected 
to accelerate even more in the 
next 10 years, according to the 
Family Economics | Bureau. 

By actual count, nearly 2.4 
million persons in |the 45 to 64 
age range retired from the 
labor force in 1971 — compared 
with 1.4 million in} 1960 — and 
each year more and more sen- 
ior members of [the nation’s 
work force are choosing early 
retirement, according to the 
latest figures prepared by the 
National Council on the Aging. 

Some sources hail this trend 
1s a boon for early retirees in 
that it w able | them to en- 
joy their ¥‘golden. years” while 
they’re -still in good health; 
other sources see it as a heavy 
blow to the economy in that the 
labor force could) lose many 
of its most experienced and 
skillful workers before’ they 
complete a “full” career. 

30 Year Retirement 

Perhaps the most significant 
aspect of early retirement is 
noted by sociai scientists, who 
foresee a society near-at-hand 
where young people will go to 
school until they are 25, work 
until they are 55 and live until 
they are 85. Then, they will 
have spent as many years in 
retirement as they/did on their 
job! 

Provision for early’ retire 
ment has been a ¢ommon fea- 
ture of private pension plans 
for many years., Commonly, 
such provisions result in a ben- 
efit lower than would bé avail- 
able at normal retirement age, 





65, because of a shorter ac- 
cumulation period and a longer 
payment span. 

In a 1971 sampling by The 
Conference board, more than 
96% of U. S. manufacturers em- 
ploying 250 or more persons re- 
ported that early retirement 
provisions are part of their em- 
ployee pension plans. 

Under a typical plan, the 
Family Economics Bureau 
found, if;a worker retires a 
year early, at age 64 for ex- 
ample, his benefit would be 
about 929% of the benefit he 
would get by working until 65; 
it drops to about 67% if he re- 
tires five years early and to 
47% if he retires 10 years 
early.’ Percentages, of course, 
vary from plan to plan. 


Improved Benefits 

Early retirement benefits 
were originally included in com- 
pany pension plans to accom- 
modate workers forced to retire 
early because of health prob- 
lems. Obviously, reduced bene- 
fits did little to induce workers 
in good health to retire before 
full’ benefits became available 
at age 65. 

Recently, however, many com- 
pany pension plans have step- 
ped up benefits to workers who 
retire early, thus providing the 
financial spark for many work- 
ers to consider retiring before 
65 — workers who found it out 
of the question before 

The most liberal of these sup- 
plemented plans would allow a 
worker who retires a year 
early approximately 97%, of the 
benefit he would get by work- 
ing until 65; the figure is about 
78% ‘if he retires five years 
early and 53% if he retires 10 
years early. 


Among manufacturers, 30% 


of their plans offer much sup- 

plements today-— nearly dou- 

ble the number of 10 years ago. 
Money Prime Incentive 

Two university studies re- 
cently confirmed that workers 
choosing early retirement are 
chiefly motivated by the avail- 
Ability of sufficient retirement 
income. Poor health and job 
dissatisfaction rank second and 
third. 

On the. average, 10% of all 
retirments today are “early”. 
The rate is three times higher 
for employees of companies 
with .pension plans having lib- 
eralized early retirement bene- 
fits than it is for companies 
without such provisions. 

Another way of making early 
retirement more ‘appealing has 
béen a liberalization of age and 
service requirements. 

Beginning in October, 1972, 
for example, auto workers may 
retire with full benefits after 
30 years of service, although 
their benefits are reduced dras- 
tically if they take ‘another job. 
Their “30 and out” rule will 
allow some workers to retire 
as early as age 47. 

Military Retirements 

Military personnel for many 
years have been able to retire 
at the end of 20 or 30 years of 
service, regardless of age, with 
a pension pegged at a generous 
percentage of their base pay — 
50% for 20 years of service and 
75%, for 30 years. 

While most company pepsion 
plans continue to specify a min- 
imum age for retiring early — 
55 and 60 being common—many 
plans have lowered the mini- 
mum length of service required 
for early retirement from 20 
years to 10 or 15. 

In virtually all ‘cases, how- 


ever, early retirement benefits 
remain lower than those paid to 
workers who wait until they 
reach 65 to retire. For this rea- 
son, an individual retiring early 
must be especially wary. 

Retired persons depending on 
a fixed income from their pen- 
sion face erosion of the dollars’ 
purchasing power. Prices will 
double in 18 years, assuming 
an inflation rate of 49% a year. 

May Feel Inflation 

An unwary worker who retires 
early with a reduced pension 
may feel the pinch of inflation 
even more than he would by 
retiring at 65 — not a happy 
prospect for someone who set 
out early to enjoy a leisurely 
retired life. 

The normal getirement age 
65 was set in 1882’ by German 
Chancellor Otto von Bismarck 
when he laid down that bench 
mark for his soldiers. 

Since then, life expectancies 
have increased and today men 
who retire at age 65 can look 
forward to an average of al- 
most 13 more years and women 
about 15 years. But the com- 
monly used age for retirement 
remains 65 — largely because 
it is the cutoff built inta the 
nation’s Social Security System 
and private pension plans, 

Social Security also sets. the 
standard for early retirement 
age 62, although 60 and 55 are 
also common under private pen- 
sion plans. Provision for early 
retirement at 62 under Social 
Security was extended to wom- 
en in 1956 and to men in 1961. 

Presently, more than two- 
thirds of the women and one~ 
half of the men retiring with 
Social Security benefits . take 
them early at 62, even though 
last year $119 a month was the 


average Social Security income 
received by men retiring at age 
62, and $97 a month was. the 
comparable figure for women. 
These amounts will increase 
approximately 20% in Septem- 
ber when the new Social Secur- 
ity amendment goes into effect. 
Effect on Economy 

What will be the effect on the 
economy if the early retirement 
trend continues to accelerate? 

Some sources in business and 
government warn of an impend- 
ing “timebomb" at the rate of 
non-workers to workers con- 
tinues to grow. They question 
whether society can afford the 
mounting costs of supporting an 
increasing number of retired 
workers. 

The early retirement trend, 
along with longevity, they pre- 
dict, could seriously undermine 
public and private _ pension 
plans, especially if the economy 
undergoes a recession. 

Others argue that early re- 
tirement will have a favorable 
economic impact in the years 
ahead. Many early retirees do 
not leave the productive work 
force, but embark on second 
careers. 

Business Favors Plan 

For the most part, business 
favors supplementing early re- 
tirement benefits, since this al- 
lows faster advancement for 
younger employees and softens 
the impact of compulsory re- 
tirement policies at age 65. 
Also, the Family Economics 
Bureau found, many firms are 
encouraging early -retirees to 
remain in the labor force 
through retirement counseling 
that stresses new skills and job 
opportunities.

New Master Degree 
Program for Region 


The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education has just approved a 
master of science in instruction- 
al technology degree to be 
awarded by Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville. 

The new degree is a profes- 
sional program designed to pro- 
duce audio-visual generalists for 
public and private secondary 
school . systems, _ particularly 
those in urban areas. Teachers 
now assigned audio-visual duties 
who lack professional. training 
will be given priority. Special 
attention will be given to enroll- 
ment of minorities in the pro- 
gram, W. Deane Wiley, dean of 
the Education Division, said. 

Instructional technology de- 
gree candidates will be en- 
couraged to enter an internship 
practicum, with major portions 
of the instruction taking place 
in actual school settings. Stu- 
dents will be attached to teach- 
ing-learning centers now being 
established by SIUE in local 
area elementary and secondary 
schools, 

Advanced courses in radio and 
television broadcasting now of- 
fered by the mass communica- 
tions department at SIUE- also 
will be incorporated in the new 
degree} program. Broadcasting 
facilitiés at the university will 
be available for training of stu- 
dents. 

The new degree program will 
help alleviate an acute shortage 
of qualified audiovisual person- 
nel in the metropolitan area, 
Wiley said. 

In“a survey made by the Ed- 
ucation Division prior to propos- 
al of the new degree program, 
Harold E. Briggs, assistant su- 
perintendent of the Madison 
County Educational Service Re- 
ion, represented fewer than half 
of the schools in the county 
have established centers. 

Some districts in Madison 
to provide necessary physical 
facilities have been unable to 
implement program because of 
the lack of trained staff, it was 
noted. Jersey County reported, 
no full-time audiovisual coord- 
inators holding master degrees.

The. new Illinois Small Busi- 
ness Purchasing Act authorizes 
the Department of General 
Services to designate specified 
commodities, equipment or ser- 
vices for state government use 
as small business ‘‘set-asides.”” 

“I hope this bill will have 
maximum impact on minority 
businessmen,” Ogilvie _ said, 
“because we need their full par- 
ticipation in the state's econ- 
omy.” 

As defined in the bill, a small 
business is independently owned 
and operated and is not dom- 
inant in its field of operation. 

To Have Hong Kong Office 

The State of Illinois is now 
assured a Far East regional 
trade promotion office in Hong 
Kong, and will be the first state 
to open offices in both world 
hemispheres. 

Legislation authorizing the 
eastern office and appropriat- 
ing $125,000 to the Department 
of Business and Economic De- 
velopment for its establishment 
and first year’s operation has 
been approved by Gov. Richard 
B. Ogilvie. 

Ray C. Dickerson, director of 
the department, which will op- 
erate the office, said it will be 
modeled after Illinois’ western 
European regional trade pro- 
motion office in Brussels. 

Increased sales of U.S. grains 
to China are expected as a re- 
sult of President Nixon's recent 
visit.to the Republic of China, 
thus giving farmers in Illinois, 
which leads the nation in agri- 
cultural exports, a substantial 
share of the eastern market, 
Dickerson said.

Illinois Power Tests 
Anti-Pollution Unit. 


Cat-Ox, a system designed to 
remove 85% of the sulfur di- 
oxide from power plant stack 
emissions along with virtually 
al particulate matter, is in test 
operation on a 100-megawatt 
unit at the Illinois Power Co. 
Wood River station, the com: 
pany announced Friday. 

The device, which took more 
than two years to construct, is 
a development of Monsanto 
Enviro-Chem Systems, _ Inc. 
Prototype tests were conducted 
earlier in Pennsylvania, but 
this is the first ful-scale instal- 
lation. 

A by- product of the process 
is marketable sulfuric acid. 

The demonstration, which will 
undergo an initial test of one 
year, is a joint project of the 
Illinois"Power Co. and the Fed- 
eral Environmental Protection 
Agency. The federal agency 
cost has been set at $3,600,000. 
The ‘cost to Illinois Power 
$4,000,000. 

The, method used by Cat-Ox 
is to convert.sulfur dioxide in 
flue gas by catalytic oxidation 
to sulfuric acid, This operation 
is coupled with a high-efficiency 
electorstatic precipitator. 

The federal EPA will conduct 
the year-long tests of the device.

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Training Teachers Answer 
To Glut on Physics Market 


Flexibility of indtruction is 
the answer to todaly’s glut. on 
the physics market, says Thom- 
as Baldwin, chairman of the 
physics department lat Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville. 1 

The SIUE scientist blames 
the employment ills| created ‘by 
the physics explosion in the 
1960's on academic| orientation 
toward only pure research, 

“Too many physics depart- 
ments lost sight of one of their 
most important rolés — -offer- 
ing service courses to other 
disciplines — and they were not 
interested enough in| developing 
teachers.” 

Baldwin explained that physi- 
cists have a particular problem 
because a large proportion of 
their support comes from the 
federal government. 

‘The number a physicists 
going on the market depends on 
expenditures of the govern- 
ment,"’. Baldwin said; “When 
the government cuts back in 
funds for colleges and unive 
sities fewer physicists are 
turned out on the market. When 
the government cuts back on 
suport of industries demanding 
physicists, the job market de- 
clines.”” 

A Young Department 

‘We are a young and active 
physics department in a_num- 
ber of research areas at SIUE," 
Baldwin explained, “but we 
aren't trying to compete with 
large schools oriented for tgain- 
ing pure’ research physicists. 
One of our concentratiom§ is to 
train students to become high 
chool ‘teachers in the physical 
sciences 

Last spring, Baldwin said, 
“we knew of eight opportuniti 
in high schools and five or six 
in junior high schools jin thi 
immediate area for ‘physics 
teachers. In today’s tight mar- 
ket, this is quite |a contrast 
Right now we are/working o- 
ward more appropriate training 
for science teachers in the ele- 
mentry schools.”

Another emphasis to look at 
is training in applied areas, 
Baldwin said. “There are many 
oportunities in physics and re- 


lated fields. Interdisciplinary } 


programs can include, for ex- 
ample, economics, _ busines: 
law, urban planning and earth 
science.” 

A student with a bachelor’s 
degree in physics is welcome in 
other disciplines, Baldwin main- 
tains. “We have no problem 
placing the physics major with 
a bachelor’s or master’s degree 
if he is willing to consider 
areas other than pure research. 

“We should make a serious

There is a decided change in 
the type of questions that sec- 
retaries are now asking of their 
bosses, as evidenced by the 
program presented at a monthly 
dinner meeting of the Tri-Cities 
Chapter, National Secretaries 
Association, which featured a 
“bosses’ panel’. 

Members of the panel includ- 
ed the chapter's current Boss 
of the Year, Elroy Rule, Our 
Lady of the Snows Shrine, Belle- 
ville; Francis McManus, chief 

detectives, Granite., City; 

Narmen Hunter, Economic 
Opportunity Commission, East 
St. Louis; and Harry Cottrell, 
Madison Metal Decorating Com- 
pany. 

In previous years questions 
posed to the bosses panel 
tended to center around the 
length of secretaries’ dresses, of- 
fice gossip, secretaries who 
miss work for personal business 
and similar topics. 

This year the bosses spoke 
out in favor of secretaries who 
show initiative, who can be giv- 
en a job to perform and carry 
it through successfully without 
having to be told how to do it. 

They praised employes who 
know as much about the job as 
their bosses do so that they can 
take some responsibility from 
him on minor things and leave 
him free for more important 
tasks, who are honest and tell 
their bosses how they feel and 
aren't afraid to communicate 
with their employer.

It has succeeded beyond its 
fondest dreams in attaining the 
goal set by Lt, Gen, Hideki 
Tojo in 1942, who wanted the 
people of Asia to “enjoy a new 
order of co-existence and co- 
prosperity on the basis of jus- 
tice with Japan as the nu- 
cleus.”” 

Without resorting to Tojo's 
military strategy, Japan has 
achieved this objective through 
personal initiative and the pow- 
er of the yen. 

Of its annual $6 billion to $8 
billion favorable balance of 
trade, fully $2.2 billion comes 
from Asia. 

Its foreign aid in its eastern 
sphere of influence surpasses 
that of the United States. 

From South Korea to Indone- 
sia to’ Burma, Japan has 
emerged as the pre-eminent 
economic, political and social 
force in the Orient. Some 46% 
of the imports of the Republic 
of China are from Japan, and 
Japanese businessmen have 


more than $100 million invested | 


in that country. 

By the same token 41.7% of 
South Korean imports are from 
Japan as are 42% of those 
from the Philipipnes, 29% of 
those from Ihdonesia, and so 
forth. 

They forge a strong web of 
dependency. 

After all of this is said, how- 
ever, the fact remains that 
Japaf cannot ignore military 
realities. 

Although it has a modest 
defense force of its own, 
Japan is determined. to re- 
main dependent upon the 
United States for its strate- 
gic defenses as well as for 
the security and survival 
of the nations in Asia with 
which it does sfich a lucra- 
tive business. 

If it ever came to a mat- 
ter of choosing between the 
vague hope of trade with 
China or the protection of 
its present economic self 
interests, Japan. would un- 
doubtedly opt for the latter.

SIU Master's Programs 


Of Excellent 


A nearly completed review of 
all master’s degree programs 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville has not indicat- 
ed any programs that should 
be eliminated the SIU Board of 
Trustees was told Thursday. 

Howard Dye, dean of the 
SIUE Graduate School, told the 
trustees in a special meeting 
that most of the University’s 34 
master’s programs appear to 
be of excellent quality. Dye 
said weaknesses in some pro- 
grams have been pinpointed 
during the review and are be- 
ing corrected. 

Donal Myer, professor of bio- 
logical sciences and chairman 
of the program review commit- 
tee, said current graduate stu- 
dents, recently graduated stu- 
dents, former students who 
have’ left graduate programs, 
faculty members and program 
directors all were consulted as 
part of the review process. 

“This committee was perfect- 
ly ready to recommend elimi- 
nation of programs not meeting 
standards of academic excel- 
lence,” Myer told the trustees, 
who were asked earlier this 
year by the Illinois Board of 
Higher Education to assess 
praduate studies at the Univer- 
sity. ‘However, our unprece- 
dented, massive review did not 
turn up any such programs.” 

No Doctoral Programs 


Dye said although the Univer- 
sity serves an area with about 
8% of ‘the state’s population, it 
offers only about 4% of the 
master’s degree programs in 
the state, 4% of the specialist 
certificates and no doctoral 
programs at all 

“There are some fields where 
we need graduate programs 
that we don’t offer now,” Dye 


said. ‘‘Most of our students are 


Quality 


‘there because of this Univer- 
sity’s nearness to their home 
and job. They don’t have the 
alternative to attend school 
elsewhere.”’ 


Dye said more than 2,000 of 
the Unive?sity’s 2,400 graduate 
students attend school part-time 
because they must work to sup- 
port themselves or their fami- 
lies. He said the cost of attend- 
ing SIUE part-time for the av- 
erage graduate student is $950 
annually, 


The cost of attending any oth- 
er area university part-time] 
would be about $1,910 annually 
(the only other area universi- 
ties are in Missouri and thus 
would charge out-of-state tui- 
tion), while the cost of com- 
muting to any other Illinois 
university on a part-time basis 


would be about $2,850 per year. |, 


All proposed graduate, pro- | 
grams are reviewed carefully 
when proposed,’ with many 
never making it to the Univer- 
sity trustees for approval, Dye | 
said, | 

“Because all programs go| 
through a rigorous process 
when they are conceived, we 
fee] the ones that are instituted 
tend to be strong ones,” Dye 
said. 

Dye said he believes any pro- 
gram can be improved in some 
way and said all programs have 
benefited by the current review 
process. He said a system of 
annual follow-up reports will be 
instituted for all: graduate pro-
